The body of a young man, dressed in a 
bathing suit and with an American flag 
labout the waist, supposed to be that of 
George M. Lorenz of 3635 Cote Brilliante 
avenue, who dived off Eads bridge the 
morning of July 4 and was drowned in 
spite of the efforts of his friends in a 
launch, was found Tuesday afternoon at 
the foot of Lesperance street. 

Lorenz, who was a pupil of “Prof? Bill”

street, made the dive in the hope that if 
he were successful he could secure an en- 
gagement as a high diver at some of the 
eastern pleasure resorts. He was an ex- 
pert swimmer and frequently made high 
dives at the natatorium. 
The morning of July 
postponements of his attempt to jump 
from Bads bridge, Lorenz, accompanied 
by Clark, John Boyd of 2223 Eugenia street 
and Thomas P. Murphy of 2000 Olive street, 
a teacher at Clark's natatorium, went to 
the bridge. 

On the river below. the occupants of the 
launch, D’ Artagnan, including Clark. 
waited for the leap. When everything was 
ready, Lorenz took off the light summer 
suit he wore and stood for a moment 
dressed in a bathing suit and with an 
American flag wrapped about his waist. 
Then he balanced himself and dived 
toward the water. 

When near the surface the wind straight- 
ened his body out so that his chest and 
stomach struw« first, stunning him. The 
occupants of the“launch tried to save him. 
but were unsuccessful and he sank in a 
few minutes. Capt. Mullen, who was in 
the launch, swam to his aid, but Lorenz 
struggled so hard that he had to give up 
the attempt.

“HOW WE SAVED 
THE ARMENIANS” 


Roosevelt and Hay Are Preparing 
' Material for Use of the Repub- 
lican Spellbinders. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Powerfu] politi- 
cal influence is being exerted by American 
missionary societies in support of the ap- 
peal cabled to the state department 10 days 
ago by the Armenian bishop in Persia, in 
which this country wes asked to interfere 
to prevent the further massacre of Armeni- 
ans by Turkish barbarians, and the Pres- 
ident and Secretary Hay have yielded to 
it. Mr. Hay has already acted and further 
steps are contemplated. 

The facts are carefully guarded at the 
state department for it has been intended. 
when the case was complete and the time 
opportune, to make politié¢al capital out of 
the incident. 

It has been planned that at the proper 
time and place some cabinet member, in a 
political speech, shall tell the ‘‘whole story 
for the first time of how the I'nited States 
stepped in and put a stop to the butchery 
of the Armenians.” 

New York City was selected as the place, 
and late in September or early in October 
the time. ‘The President hoped, tn that 
way, to capture the votes of all of the 
Armenians and their active sympat’ zers 
in New York and arouse the enthusiasm of 
the missionary sJtleti(s throughout the 
country. 

Mr. Hay is not dealing directly with 
Turkey in his manipulations of diplomacy, 
und he expects to accomplish the desired 
end without going that far. Ry the treaty 
which closed the Turco-Russian war. the 


signatory powers, which include England. 
France, Germany, Austria and Italy. vir- 
tually guaranteed the sections of the treaty 
which protect the rights of native and for- 
eign Christians in Turkey. 

Mr. Hay has called on at least two of 
the powers—England and France—to carry 
out their guarantee through emphatic rep- 
resentations to the Porte. In making this 
request. Mr. Hay put the I'nited States 
under obligations to both powers. for he 
told them that if they would make such 
representations as we desired it would be 
not only an evidence of their good faith and 
a Christian act, but a favor to this coun- 
trv.

BLOWN OFF THE 
TOP OF HOUSE 


George Beyer Had a Thrilling Ex- 
perience in the Storm at 
Belleville. 


Blown off the roof of the house, bounced 
against the side of the building like a rub- 
ber sphere in a handball court and finaily 
dropped on a pile of lumber with a jaw 
broken in three places, three broken ribs 
and internal injuries, experience 
which George Beyer, aged about 3, still 
survives in St. Wiizabeth’s hospital in 
Belleville, but which physicians say may 
prove fatal. Beyer is the victim of a 
heavy windstorm which struck Belleviile 
about 4 o'clock Monday afternoon.

Aft- 
erwards he was taken to St. Elizabeth's 
hospital.

Lascar Sailor Falls ‘Overboard, But 
Lives Till Picked Up. 


NEW YORK, July 12.—Among a number 
of strange tales related by the crew of the 
steamship Shimosa, just arrived from Japan 
and China, and which reported having run 
over a large whale a few miles outside 
Sandy Iiook, is one to the effect that while 
the big freighter was speeding through the 
Red Sea a Lascar sailor was picked up.

Objectionable Work Outwitted 
By Shrewd Move.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 12.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Association today an- 
nounced its statistics of railways in the 
United States for the fiscal year ended on 
June 30, 1903. They show that the par 
value of the railway capital then out- 
standing was $12,599,990,258, which repre- 
sents a capitalization of $63,186 per mile.

The gross earnings from the operation of 
the total of 205.318 miles of railway line, 
which is the aggregate single track mile- 
age, were $1,900,846,907, an increase of

$600,000 With Them. 


Robert C. Pate, known to the gamblers 
of this continent as ‘“‘Colonel Bob’ Pate, 
who was arrésted Monday during a 
raid at his supposed rooming house at 112 
South Fourth street, has been relegsed on 
bond pending his trial on a charge of set- 
ting up and maintaining a gambling estab- 
lishment. 

One of the finest roulette outfits ever 
seen in St. Louis, finished in mahogany. 
and a “‘red-and-black"”’ outfit, similarly fin- 
ished, which were seized in the raid are 
being held as evidence in the case.

rest or interruption of any kind, Bob Pate 
was the king of the tribe. There was no 
gambling house in the city or any other 
place in the whole broad country, which 
could compare in elegance of furnishings 
or in the social and business standing of 
its patrons with that of Bob Pate. 

He did not run one house at a time. He 
had any number of them. The majority 
were as well furnished and carpeted and 
curtained as any in the land. Probably his 
finest house was located on Fourth street 
near Chestnut, along in the early 80s. 
Those who remember now of having seen 
it then, talk of the gorgeousness of every- 
thing. You would almost lose yourself 
in the carpets as you walked across the 
room. The gambling devices were the fin- 
est money could buy. Everything was in 
keeping with the disposition of the man 
who owned them. When he had money. 
all his friends knew it. When he was 
broke, he put on a cheerful face, feeling 
sure that the morrow would see him again 
‘“‘well heeled.”’ 

In Bob Pate'’s gambling place, one never 
drank beer. It was champagne there or 
nothing, and his class of patrons was of 
a kind that ws accustomed to champagne, 
One never saw about him men of smal] 
means. His patrons were all wealthy. They 
could well afford to lose their money, and 
many of them lost thousands and thousands 
of dollars in a single night. Perhaps the 
next day they would win, and they always 
ee friends of their gambler acquain- 
ance. 


Won and Lost 
Thousands. 

Pate made money. He would win thou- 
sands without a thought. He would lose 
it the same way. He was lucky, they used 
to say, and would never be long without 
money, and he never was until the past few 
years. Although he was free with all he 
had, he put much away, only to lose that 


too in later years. He at one time had 
one of the finest farms and country homes 
around St. Louis. It was located just out- 
side the city in St. Louls county and was 
known as the “Pate Farm.”’ @ sold it 
several years ago. 

Had Bob Pate remained with roulette 
keno and poker, gamblers say, he wuld 
undoubtedly be worth today over a million 
dollars, but he tried other games and lust. 
He would leave 8t. Louis and be gone a 
few years, returning without any of that 
which he took with him. A short time 
spent here and he would again amass a 
fortune. It was only to take it away again 
and lose it. Men who have known him a 
lifetime tell of him making trips to Colora- 
do and Oklahoma and they would see noth- 
ing of him perhaps for severa] years. But 
he invariably returned to 8t. Louis after 
a time to retrieve his lost fortunes. He 
was in Cripple Creek during the boom. it 
is said, os a hed Bo luck and was torced 
to come back to the city whe 
made his fortune. : mare DO Reet 

The worst venture of his life, { 
was about fifteen years ago whee, hes “erm 
to the City of Mexico. He had been unu- 
suallyg fortunate just before that and left 
St. Louis, it is said, with between $500,000 
and $600,000. Tie lad a longing for the track 
end thought he saw in the Mexican City 
a place where he could invest al} and rea 
big returns. He dazzled the people with 
whom he came into contact by his expendi- 
tures. He built a mile track close to the 
City. of Mexico, and fine stables were 
erected. He planned everything on a large 
scale and carried out his plans. The ven- 
ture was @ losing one. He could not win 
on the ponies, and ho returned to 8t. Louis 
after twelve or thirteen years, the $500,000 


gone. 

Since then he has done ve litt] th 
ag | line. In fact, since. the TF Ao 
aw, making the operation of keno games 
and the roulette wheel a felony, he has 
practically given up gambling in Bt. Louis. 
He has had an occasional game for a short 
time, but it did ~ot ‘eat long, and did not 
compare in wealth and magnificence to the 
games of hiv early days. 

Since he lost all his interests tn Mexico 
nenriy five years ago, Pate has spent the 
xreater part of his time in 8t. Louis, al- 
though he has made a number of tripe to 
ee and to other places over the coun- 
rv.
